But the§ President told his news 


conference the American people 
are going to rebel if wages are 
raised more than justified by in- 
creased productivity and if man- 
agement, has profits excessive 


• enough to be robbing the public. 


He made the statement in an- 


swer to a question about what 
plans he had to curb inflation in 
!the light of the steel price rise 
and prospects for large federal 
deficits for the next five years. 


The President said it was a 


problem for labor, •management 
and government. • He added that 
labor and business must be very 
careful about increasing wages 
above levels warranted by gains 
in productivity. 


In his first meeting with report 


ers in five weeks, the President 
also: 


—Said that his doctors had told 


him he was in good shape despite 
the strain of recent months and 
that he felt good. 


—Coldly brushed aside a ques- 


tion about how he felt justified in 
keeping on his top aide, Sherman 
Adams, and two (While, -House 
Women secretaries' who had re- 
ceived gifts from textile mag- 
nate Bernard Goldfine.

Since Kubilschek began pushing 
the idea in June, .Washington had 
laken Opposition thai the foreign 
ministers could accomplish more 
than the heads of state, who would 
be bound by more formality and 
protocol. 


One source said the Latin-Amer- 


ican ambassadors in Washington 
would meet with U.S. officials, 
probably in September, to discuss 
a summit meeting. If all 21 na- 
tions agreed the confab should be 
held, the Organization of Ameri 
can States would make the prep 
arations. 


In conferences with Kubitsehek

Business Agent Frank Kierdorf 
gave after he stumbled into a 
hospital, burned almost from head 
to foot, began falling apart today. 


At the same time, police had a 


warrant for the arrest of Kier- 
dorf's uncle, Herman Kierdorf. ei- 
ther a vengeance-bent hunter or 
the fear-shaken prey of an anony- 
mous telephone threat. 


Herman, a former Teamsters 


business agent, disappeared after 
swearing he would get even with

Besides Senator 
Hale, Maine supplied two noted speak- 
ers of the House, James G. Elaine and 
Thomas B. Reed; one of the nation's 
foremost tariff experts at that time, 
Rep. Nelson Dingley, also was from 
Maine. A.Pennsylvania capitalist, Jo- 
sepr R. Grundy, once said, "Small 
states should sing small." Fortunately, 
that has never been the case in the 
United States.

"cyed Syrian kid irom the tiny 
village of Broumana has a lot 
cf things going for him now: the 
famed Steel Pier at Atlantic City, 
ownership of the only agency in 
the United States specializing in 
finding jobs for aerialists and 
acrobats and many other things. 


GEORGE started in Broumana 


as top man. He was seven-years 
old. Top man means that in a 
human pyramid he was the apex. 
Naturally they wouldn't put a 175 
pound man up there. Sprats 
weigh less. That was the way in 
Broumana, a town in which every 
male was a tumbler or an acro- 
bat or he didn't rate as a man. 


You started as a kid and work- 


ed down until you were heavy 
enough and steel-muscled enough 
to be the "understander," the 
Atlas at the bottom of the pyra- 
mid who carried most of the 
weight. 


HIS UNCLE. Ameen Ben Amid, 


champion understander for Buf- 
falo Bill, came home for a visit 
and his young nephew did all 
the tricks, trying to "wheedle his 
uncle into getting him a job. 
When Ameen was ready to rejoin 
the show he took George with 
him and the show paid the kid a 
quarter a week. 


In 1909. when George was 13 


years old. he was way up in 
salary. He was getting $5 a 
month. The Barnum circus, the 
Ringling Circus and Buffalo Bill 
decided to hold a contest at the 
old Madison Square Garden to 
see which outfit had the best 
tumbler.

An off-season came and George 


was relatively idle: all he did was 
work with Eva Tanguay in vaude- 
ville; do a bit with Howard 
Thurston, the magician; do two 
numbers for Lew Dockstader's 
Minstrels and get Alexander Pan- 
tages to back him in a vaudeville 
idea. 
. Not much later, and still not 
of voting age, he put together an 
employment agency which booked 
acrobats, tumblers and aerialists 
into county fairs. He's still doing 
it. 


"I HAD A HARD time," says 


George. "County Fair committees 
were sick of all of us. They had 
used vaudeville agents as hookers 
and 
vaudeville agents , didn't 


much care about the fairs. They 
looked down on them. 


I 
t r a v e l l e d 
through al- 


m o s t every state in the 
union personally convincing peo- 
ple I was sincere, my acrobats 
were sincere and we were inter- 
ested in doing the best for the 
success of the fairs. It was a 
long, stubborn row to hoe. Now 
I am all set. They believe me. 
I book the fairs, run the cir- 
cuses;, operate-the Steel Pier and 
keep acrobats happy.

Unique." Hamid gets up from 
his desk in Rockefeller Center, 
takes off his coat and then and 
there does the same, after which 
he puts his coat back on and 
says quietly: "Good, my boy.

WASHINGTON-There's noth- 


ing wrong with noodles, you 
understand. They're good, nour- 
ishing food 
(particularly with 


cheese on topX but our Uncle 
Sam insists they'll lend to make 
fat ladies fatter. 
—There has been some hanky- 
panky in the noodle business, for 
sure. The trouble is that certain 
dietary experts, being in the 
noodle business, have advertised 
their particular noodles as high- 
protein foods suitable for reducing 
diets. 


This has caused many a well- 


padded lady to sit down before a 
plate of noodles in the hope that 
this will take inches from her 
hips. The results, as recorded on 
her bathroom scales, have ocen 
disastrous. 


THE FEDERAL Trade Com- 


mission called in the noodle na- 
bobs to discuss this sorry situa- 
tion and a few more, such as 
how much egg rightly belongs in 
an egg noodle. The conference re- 
sulted in trade practice rules, 
now in force for the entire indus- 
try.

grains. Some people think one 
makes a better noodle; other noo- 
dle fanciers prefer another.

Farina noodles must be made of 
Farina and not Durum or even 
Seminola. This also goes the 
other way around. 


A NOODLE maker will find 


himself courting a lawsuit if he 
talks down his competitor's noo- 
dles. No noodle man will be al- 
lowed to sell his noodles below 
cost, unless they are about to 
spoil (that seldom happens to a 
noodle) or he is going out of 
business. 


He can't imitate another noodle 


maker's trademark, or charge 
one customer more for noodles 
than another. I've never had any 
complaints about noodles, myself. 
I like 'cm best when thin (Angel 
Hair is the trade name), cooked 
barely long enough to curl on the 
plate, and doused in butter. The 
scales can go hang.

WASHINGTON-We had a real summit 


. news conference with Secretary of State 
John Foster Dulles the other day. We 
couldn't have gotten much higher. -A space 
man suddenly lifted the cartnbound seminar 
from a discussion of such mundane con*/ 
sidcrations as Lebanon, Iraq. Khrushchev, - 
Nasser, and. who's who among aggressors. 
He took us to the moon. 


I'm pretty sure the moonrakcr must 


have been a space man because, if he wasn't 
writing on space. I doubt if he would have 
exerted all the thrust he did to attract the 
notice of the Secretary of Slate. He kept 
shooting up like a faulty missile, shrilling 
"Mr. Secretary!". "Mr. Secretary!", in a 
scream calculated to_r]iercc Ihe hot radia- 
tion belt above the ionosphere. 


Mr. Dulles, whose foreign policy cur- 


rently is being described by certain critical 
elements as "Fly Now.

To Harassed Consumer

NEW YORK (AP) - Ask the 


housewife and she'll tell you more 
inflation is already here. 


She isn't talking about what 


she doesn't buy—the higher priced 
ton of steel or pound of copper. 
She's talking about what the fam 
Uy pays out—the higher prices for 
meat, the increased cost of her 
husband's getting to work, the 
bigger bills for keeping the chil 
dren healthy, the latest rent boost. 


Ask the businessman and he'll 


tell you more inflation is a'real 
threat. He's talking about the in- 
creases in the price of metals 
and other basic materials, the 
higher wage scales, the greater 
transportation costs—all pushing 
him toward raising his prices to 
you. 


Ask the economist and he'll tell 


you more inflation isn't a sure 
thing yet but a tossup. 


He concedes the threat from the 


increase in the money supply 
which seems sure as the govern- 
ment borrows more and more 
from the commercial banks. But 
lie also notes that while there's 
likely to be too much money 
around, there aren't too few goods 
for it to chase — the capacity 
:o make more goods is already 
in place waiting for demand to 
call it into production. 


Initiation is no economic theory 


for the consumer. For~him~it 
simply means that the:cost.of 
iving goes up. 


If more inflation is really com- 


ng for sure, your present income 
won't buy as, much. If inflation 
s big enough,1 your income won't 
buy what you need, let alone what 
you'd like to have if you could. 


If you're lucky enough to get 


your income boosted along with 
:he cost of living, you're likely to 
iust keep even with what in time 
can become a losing game.

Well, live 
hogs are bringing 11 per cent 
more now than last summer; beef 
on the hoof 22 per cent more.
